2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The allowability resides in the overall structure of the device as recited in sole 
independent claim 1 , and at least in part because claim 1 recites: "A cord type thermal 
fuse comprising... a fuse core produced by winding a conductor... on an insulating core 
member... an insulating cover covering the outer periphery side of said insulating core 
member, characterized in that: said conductor can be broken by expanding said 
insulating core member at a predetermined temperature and/or by contracting said 
insulating cover at said predetermined temperature : and said insulating core member 
comprises a gas-containing material covering a periphery of a tensile resistant member 
at the center of said insulating core member ." (emphasis added). 
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3. None of the references cited during prosecution of the instant application 
(including the newly cited references), either taken alone or in combination, is believed 
to render the present invention unpatentable as claimed. Specifically, the cited prior art 
does not teach or suggest an insulating core member of a cord like fuse comprising a 
gas-containing material that covers a periphery of a tensile resistant member at the 
center of the insulating core member, including all the limitations of all of the intervening 
claims. 

Furthermore, the Examiner has performed inventor name and assignee searches 
for possible double patenting issues. No documents with conflicting claims have been 
identified.
